The formation of 
the new squadron at Hampton Roads is 
the outcome ot deliberations of the 
strategy board which has been sitting al- 
most daily at the navy department for 
some time past. 


Another conclusion of the board which 


it is desired to put in force as soon as pos- 
sible is that the navy must be reinforced 
by a number of torpedo boat destroyers 
and torpedo boats. 
One distinguished 


naval officer expressed the opinion today 
that two torpedo boat destroyers might 
annihilate the most formidable battleship 
in the world if they stood ready to run 
the risk of being suuk-themselves. So far 
the department has been unable to buy 
any abroad. 
And while four torpedo 


boats of large class and 30 knots speed 
almost equal to the destroyer type are 
being built in this country, they cannot 
be completed for many months to come. 


A representative of one of largest Eng- 


lish torpedo boat firms now in Washing- 
ton criticised our government today as 
having bsen to^narrow minded in allow- 
ing money for such boats. 
Ee claimed 


that.Buglish ship builders make the low- 


est prices in the world but that no one of 
them would undertake to build and guar- 
antee a well equipped torpedo destroyer 
for less than §300,000, while the United 
States was not willing to pay its builders 
more than two-thirds of this sum for such 
boats. 


The war department "today made an- 


other allotment for the engineer branch 
of the service. This consisted of §2,975,000 
and was charged a^^ust- the -special ap- 
propriations of §30,000,000 made last week.

HAMPTON ItOABS. 


Five of tl»s Best Ships to Keadezvons a4 


That Poiat. 


Washington, March IS.—It has been 


deemed expedient, in carrying out tha 
plans for naval defense, to establish a 
squadron at Hampton roads, to con- 
sist of five of the country's best ships. 
This point is said to bs the most strat- 
egical one on the Atlantic coast. 
It 


is almost centrally located, and the ships 
from that point can reach any portion of 
the coast in short ruder, ^ hlch is re- 
garded as dconnblp, .since no one can 
tell just whci-u a foU'".a of torpedv de- 
stroyers or a fleet oi fast cruisers may 
turn up with intent to attack a town. 
-.Besides the second best navy yard in the 
country _ 
to 
fall 
back 
upon 
for 


repairs to the ships, there is plenty of 
the best coal at Newport News; there 
is easy water to navigate, and finally the 
forts at Hampton roads may serve as a 
base of operations in rase of need for 
protection. 


The new squadron cannot be called a 


"flying- squadron" because the associa- 
tion of heavy battleships with fleet 
crulfers like the Brooklyn, Columbia 
end Minneapolis reduces the available 
speed of the whole to tho sppad of the 
slowest versel, and the squadron could 
not do much "flying" in the naval sense. 
The indications rather are that when 
reinforced by some smaller cruisers the 
squadron will constitute an ideal naval 
defense. 
For the past two months in- 


fluences have been at work to brlns 
about this change. 
Although other 


ships to be added to the squadron have 
not yet bean definitely selected, it is 
surmised that they will include some of 
the battle-whips at Key West and tha 
New York, In which case Admiral Sicard, 
It ia believed, will command the new 
forced.

The question of the expulsion of Amer- 


ican correspondents who are very ob- 
noxious to tne atithorities is again be- 
ing considered, now that the court of in- 
quiry has left Havana. 
Clippings from 


the papers they represent have bean en- 
closed with Spanish translations to the 
palace officials, accompanied by demands 
for their immediate deportation.

really seems as if now, for the first time, 
the probability of an open breach with 
the United States is being seriously con- 
sidered In official circles In Cuba.

]was under discussion and Senator Mai- j 
lory of Florida had been recognized"for j 
ja speech in opposition to the measure. ] 
/Mr. Frye.entered the chamber and, in- ' 
Iterrupting Mr. Mallory, requested him 
to yield to Mr. Proctor, who desired to 
make a statement concerning his visit 
to Cuba that would be of interest to the j 
senate and to tha country. 
| 


Instantly there was a commotion on 


the- floor and in the galleries. It had 
been announced that Mr. Proctor would 
soon make a r&port, but it was not sup- 
posed he would maka it on the floor of 
the senate. A call of the senate was de- 
manded by Mf.Chandler, and In a few 
minutes every senator in the capitol 
was in his seat. The word having been 
passed through the corridors, people 
flocked into the galleries until they were 
packed. Senator Proctor was accorded 
'the closest attention throughout his 
speech. He conflned himself to his manu- 
script and at the conclusion, while there 
was no demonstration, he was cordially 
congratulatsd'by ftiany of his colleagues. 


After paying tribute to Consul General 


Lee, Consul Brice and Consul Barker, 
whom he described as *• "three true 
Americans," and denying having ex- 
pressed an opinion as to the cause of tha 
explosion, the senator said: "Every- 
thing s"eems to go on much as usual in 
Havana. Quiet prevails and except for 
the frequent squads of soldiers march- 
ing to guard and polica duty, and their 
abounding presence in all public places, 
one sees little signs of war. Outside 
Havana all is changed. It Is not peace, 
nor is it war. It is desolation and dis- 
tress, misery and starvation. Every 
town and village is surrounded by a 
trocha (trench), a sort Of rifle pit, but 
constructed on a plan new to me, the 
dirt being thrown up on the inside and'a 
barbed wire fance on the outer side of 
the trench. These trochas have at every 
corner and at frequent Intervals along 
the sides what are there called forts, 
but which tag really small blockhouses, 
many of theTSi more like a largro sentry 
box, loopholed for musketry and with a. 
guard of from two to 10 soldlsrs In each. 
The purpose of these troehas is t» keep 
the reconcentrades In as well as to keep 
the insurgents out. From all the sur- 
rounding country the people have been 
driven into these fortified towns ^and 
held there to subsist ae they can. i'hey 
are virtually prison yards and like 
one in general appearance, except the 
walls are not so high and Strong; but 
they suffice, where ev«ry point Is in 
rang? of a KnUW'g irtfiA, to kssp In the 
poor reconcentrado women and children. 
There are frequent blockhouses enclosed 
by a trocha and with a guard along the 
railroad tradk. With this exception, 
there is no human life or habitation be- 
tween those forttfled towns and villages, 
and throughout the whole of the four 
western provinces, except to a very 
limited extent among the hills, where the 
Spaniards have not boon able to go and 
drive the people to the towns and burn- 
their dwellings, I saw no house or hut 
in the 400 miles of railroad rides from 
Pinar del Rio province In the west acrosa 
the full wlflth of Havana and Matantas 
provinces, end to Sagua la Grande on 
the north shore and to Clerif uegos on the 
south shore of Santa Clara, except with- 
in the Spanish trochas. There are no 
domestic afiirntJs or crops on. tht rich 


muss ana pastures eKcepT: such as are 
under guard ih Immediate vicinity of the 
towns. In other words, the Spaniards 
hold in these four western provinces just 
•p-hat their army sits on. Every man, 
wpman and child And every domestic 
animal, wherever their columns have 
reached, Is under guard and within their 
so-called fortifications. To describe one 
place is to describe all. tfe repeat, it is 
neither peace nor war; it is concentra- 
tion and desolation, "this is the pacified 
condition of the four western provinces. 


"All the country people In the four 


western provinees, about 400,000 In num- 
ber, remaining outside the 
fortified 


towns when Wester"• order was ma.de, 
were driven into these towns, and these 
are the reconcentrados. They were the 
peasantry—many 6t them farmers, some 
land owners, otters renting lands and 
ownirgr more or less stock, others work- 
ing on estates ani cultivating small 
patches; and even a small patch in that 
fruitful clime will support a family. 


"When they reached the town they 


were allowed to build huts of palm 
leaves in the suburb's and vacant places 
within the trochas, and left to live if 
they could. Their huts are about 10 by 
15 feet in size, and for want of space are 
usually crowded together very closely. 
They have no floor but the ground, and 
no furniture, and after a' year's wear 
but little clothing except such stray 
substitutes as they can 
extemporize. 


With large families, or with more than 
one in this little sfraee, the commonest 
sanitary provisions are impossible. Con- 
ditions are unmentionable in this re- 
spect. Torn from their homes, with foul 
earth, foul air, foul -water and foul food, 
or none, what wonder that one-half have 
died and that one-quarter of the living 
are Sb diseased that they cannot bs 
saved. A form of dropsy is a common 
eiisorder resulting from these conditions. 
Little children are still walking about 
•with arms and chest terribly emaciated, 
eyes swollen and abdomen bloated to 
three times the natural size. The phy- 
eioians say these cases are hopeless. 
Deaths in th* streets have not been un- 
common. I was told by one of our con- 
suls that they have been found dead 
about the markets in the morning where 
they had crawled, hoping to get some 
stray bits of food from the early huck- 
ters, an<5 that there had been cases

Rarely is a hand 
held out to you for alms tehen gojng 
among their huts, but the sight of them 
makes an appeal stronger than words. 


"The 
hospitals—of these I need not 


speak; others have described their con- 
dition far better than I can. It ia not 
within the narrow limits of my vocabu- 
lary to portray. I-went to Cuba with a 
strong conviction that tb. picture hod 
been overdrawn; that * few coses of 
•tarvation and guttering had ln«pjre< 
And stimulated th* press correspon- 
dents, and they had given free play to 
a strong, natural and highly cultivated 
imagination. What I law I eanaot tell 
so that others can see it. It must be 
seen with one's own eyes to be realized. 
The Los Pasos hospital in Havana ha* 
been recently described by one of my 
colleagues, Senator Oallinfer, 'And i 
cannot say that his picture was over- 
drawn, for even his fertile pen could not 
do more. I saw it whan 400 women and 
children ware lying on the stone floor* 
in an indescribable state of emaciation 
and disease, many with the scantiest 
covering »f raos—and euch rags—an<l 
sick children naked as they «am* kiW 
the Vr«ri& The conditions in the othOT 
clfltB •?*, even worse. 


"It our 'people could see a small frac- 


tion of the need they would pour move 
freely from their liberal stock than ever 
bef or* in any cause. When will th« ne*4 
for this help cod ? Not untH »eace come* 
and ths rseoRcentrados can so baok to 
their country, rebuild their aente*, re- 
claim their tillage plots which qttyckty 
run up to brush in that wonderful sot! 
and clime, and until they can be free 
from danger of molestation in so dotae 
Until then the American people mutt ia 
the main care for them. It is true that 
the aleades, other local authorities and i 
relief •ommlttees are now trying? to At ' 
something and desire, I belltve, to do the 
best they can, but the problem if beyond ; 
their means and oapaoity and th* worjj i

THE STRENGTH TESTS. 


College Athletes For Different Games 


Most Make Certain Totals Now. 


Dr. Sargent, physical director of ath- 


letics at Harvard, has announced the 
new intercollegiate agreement as to 
strength tests. For the last few years 
there has been a good deal of bickering 
between some of the colleges as to which 
college has the strongest man, and the 
rivalry has become sn intense that Dr. 
Sargent and others deem the establish- 
ment of a uniform system very desir- 
able. The new agreement by providing 
for inspection of apparatus is intended 
.to prevent any such difficulty in the 
future. 


The strength tests to be used in mak- 


ing np the total strength-of any indi- 
vidual arc strength of legs, right fore- 
arm, left forearm, of lungs, upper arms, 
chest and back. 
The apparatus and 


methods are practically the same aa 
those used by Harvard for a number of 
years. The following requirements have 
also been agreed to as regards the differ- 
ent athletic games: 


Candidates for varsity crew and foot- 


ball teams must make a total of 700 
points; candidates for ball teams, vtrack 
and field events, class crews and elevens, 
gymnastic, wrestling and sparring con- 
tests, a total'Of COO points; candidates 
for lacrosse, cricket and tennis teams 
and class nines, a total of 500 points. 
Fifteen minntea is to be allowed for 
each test, and to be accepted it must 
have been witnessed by three persons. 
Before May 1 of each year each college 
will publish its list of 50 strongest 
men, and the individual having the 
highest number of points shall bo con- 
sidered champion intercollegiate strong 
man. All the tests must be made be- 
tween Oct. 1 and May 1, and all the ap 
paratus used in tho competitions must 
be examined and tested each year. The 
only objection to the scheme is that it 
may encourage individual work at the 
expense of team work.,—Chicago Eecord.

A STORY OR TWO ABOUT GENERAL 


MILES, RANKINQ GENERAL, 


From Death at the Band of Lacie 


Doer — How Hi* Cure For an Aid Led 
Illni to Put Himself ID Jeopardy— Not a 
West Pointer. 


YOKK, March 18.— [Special.]— The 


luceess of tho military tournament horo 
this week has brought out many reminis- 
cences of tho days when the United States 
army contained n good many uoro votar- 
ans than it iloos toduy. Some of thoso 
reminiscences bad for their central figure 
tho present coinsars'Jer of the urmy, Gen- 
eral Nelson A. Miles, who 1ms always had 
n whlo circle of personal friends in New 
York and increased it notably during the 
tiina ho \vns in comiuund at Governor- 
island. 


While tbo general is not universally nil 


mirod — awl few won arc — it is yot to b( 
rocordwl time ho has oveV be-on obnvsi-i, 
with losing his norvo. But there was ;• 
brief space of timo aw«y book in his In 
dia:i lighting days when ho wasgcuuinph 
frightenod, as indeed most nicu, traiuei 
goldiors or otherwise, would have been ii. 
like circumstances. 


Lame Deer's Treachery. 


Tho moment of the general's frlgli 


came just after tbo capture of tho onc-t 
famous Indian chief, Lamo Deer. He wut 
taken by means of a rushing charge, in 
which Miles had an active purt, as ho al- 
ways did in his fights with the rodskins 
The savage leader's dusky supporters were 
routed completely, but Lame Deer hlmsell 
refused to run. Whether he was dazed by 
the impetuous fighting of the soldiers or 
actually had the nerve to stand and facr 
the music, no matter whether supported 
or not, no one knows. At nil events he 
stood his ground and was presently sur- 
rounded by bluocoats.- 


A moment later General Miles, whose 


Indian interpreter had just informed Lame 
Deer that ho need have no fear of personal 
harm if he surrendered, approached and 
held out his hand. At first the chief ex- 
tended his own. Then, as if acting on a 
sudden impulse, be deoliuBtl iih« pi-offered 
friendly salutation, and, grasping his rifle, 
threw tbo pieoo to his shoulder, stepped 
back a bit and fired point blank at tho 
victor of the day. 


It is a miracle that the shot failed to do 


the murderous work designed by the In- 
dian, but for some reason it failed, per- 
haps beoauso of the Indian's nervousness, 
and the general stood unscathed after de- 
cidedly tho narrowest escape in his entire 
career. A brave soldier in the ranks who 
stood to one side and a little to the rear, 
however, was instantly killed, hut before 
the Indian could shoot again ha was dis- 
armed and led away. In telling the story 
himself General Miles once declared to the 
writer that the Indian could hardly be 
blamed for the attempb to take his conquer- 
or's Ufa. 
ttHadhismen 
captured me," said the 


general, "they would undoubtedly have 
killed me at once, and it was impossible) 
for him to believe he was not destined to 
suffer death. A trip to the happy hunting 
grounds was, in bis opinion, just before 
him, and it would certainly be a praise- 
worthy thing to take u white chief along 
with him; hence the shot." 


Cool Under Fire. 


General Miles has two qualities that 


have undoubtedly contributed in on un 
usual degree to his success. He knowi 
how to get and keop the respect and devo- 
tion of those under him. and, according to 
those who havo fought with him, is one 
of the coolest men under fire or in any 
special emergency that ever drew breath. 


This latter was domonstrated In a re- 


markable way while the memorable cam- 
paign against the Kez Perces under Chief 
Joseph was being carried on. 
The general 


had managed to capture tho Indian leader, 
whom it was proposed to hold as o hostage 
for the future good behavior of the band. 
General Miles sent word to them that if 
they would leave tbe warpath Joseph 
would be released; otherwise he would ba 
duly and severely dealt with. 


In the meantime Captain Jerome, a son 


of the late Lawrence Jerome and cousin 
of Lady Randolph Churchill, ventured too 
near tbo rocks behind which the Indians 
wore intrenched. They, too, soon had a 
hostage, and under flag of truce they pres- 
ently sent word that they would do to 
Captain Jerorno exactly what was done to 
Chief Joseph. At tho same time they sug- 
gested an esohange of prisoners. Al- 
though this meant a practical confession 
that ho had been outwitted, the general 
hastened to rnanago for the exchange and 
deputized Captain Maus, who was then 
his aid, and, unless there has been a recent 
change, still serves in that capaoity, to es- 
cort Chiof Joseph to the appointed place of 
exchange, about half way between tho 
white soldiers' camp and the natural, 
rocky intrenchments of tho red mon. 


Maus undertook bis task without the 


slightest misgivings, in spite of the fact 
that, the rifle barrels of hundreds of Indian 
fighters leveled on himself and the chief 
were to be seen sticking out from bobind 
the jagged rooks. Maus reasoned that 
nothing oould be gained by tho Indians in 
shooting him and that they understood 
this as well as he. Moreover, his death at 
their bands would, of course, be followed 
by the instant death of Chiof Joseph. 


General Miles, however, took a different 


view of tho caso. Ho knew tho Nez Forces 
wore treacherous, and he doubted their 
good sense. Ho fuarod, too, that Maus 
would err on tho side of daring, and ho 
called out lustily to tho young officer not 
to trust tbo red devils in the least and to 
bo sure not to go more than -half way. 
Then he stopped into the open in full view 
nf the concealed Indians and followed tho 
'officer and the chief almost to tbe half way 
point. Every officer and soldier in tbe 
command hold his breath with apprehen- 
sion. They had not 'feared for Maus, whose 
.view of tbo situation with regard to him- 
self was generally indorsed. The 'general's 
' exposure, however, was another matter, 
since it might reasonably be expected that 
tho redskins would kill him if they got a 
cbanoo. Tho commander, however, was 
immensely surprised when he returned to 
shelter that any one had been in the least 
alarmed. 


Nbt a West Pointer. 


It is hardly remombewd by the public 


at large, but General Miles is not a gradu- 
ate of .West Point. He entered tho civil 
war as a volunteer and was a brigadier 
general in tho volunteer eorvioe at -its 
close. Then he entered the regular army 
as colonel to fight Indians and had to win 
his way through the higher ranks all over 
uguic. He was one of tho best Indian 
fighters in American history. 


Now there is a project tomakohlm lieu- 


tenant general, and he will undoubtedly 
be a good deal of a figure should war coma.

An Attacking; Fleet Would Be In the line 


of Fire From Sandy Hook — Could Not 
Enter the Narrows — Spain's Probable 
Plan of Action. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—[Special.]—In 


view of the possibility of war between the 
United States and Spain, our naval ex- 
perts have been discussing the most inter- 
esting question whether or not it would ba 
possible for the fleets of Spain to shell 
New York city. Curiously enough, the 
experts are divided on this question. Some 
of our best authorities think it would be 
physically impossible for the Spanish ships 
to get near enough to New York city to 
throw shells into the lower part of the town. 
They point out that the distance from the 
waters off Coney Island to lower Broad- 
way is more than ten miles, and that this 
is about the extreme range of modern 
guns. If the Spanish fleets were to at- 
tempt to shell New York from this spot, 
they would encounter two great difficul- 
ties. One is that the "water is shoal there, 
and probably it -would be impossible for 
the deep draft cruisers and battleships to 
get near enough the city to make their 
guns effective. 
The other is that they 


would be in the line of fire of our fortifica- 
tions on Sandy Hook, and the ships-would 
probably be sent to the bottom before they 
could do much damage. 


No one believes it would be possible for 


the ships of an enemy's fleet to pass 
through the Narrows and into New York 
harbor proper. If they were not destroyed 
by our shore batteries during the passage, 
they certainly would be sent to the bot- 
tom by our system of torpedo defenses now 
placed in the narrow channels. On this 
sooro an eminent ordnance officer said to 
me: 


"The people must not think that New 


York city is without protection against the 
fleets of an enemy. For years congre&s has 
been mating small appropriations for 
coast defenses. 
\Ve who have had the ex- 


penditure of this money are not fools. We 
have perceived thau with the funds at our 
command it was impossible to make New 
York impregnable by means of shore 
works, and we have quietly planted torpe- 
does and mines in the channels. To do 
this we have diverted some of the money 
appropriated by congress for land work 
and have kopt still about it, as it was our 
duty to do. The ruining of a harbor or of 
the approaches thereto is not a matter for 
newspaper talk or even of official report. 
It is secret work and is so regarded by all 
the nations of the world. But I can tell 
you that no ship of an enemy will ever 
pass through the Narrows into New York 
harbor." 


A Contrary View, 


Notwithstanding these encouraging re- 


ports, there are experts who believe it pos- 
sible for the Spanish fleets to anchor off 
Sandy Hook and to throw explosive or 
mellenite shells into all of Brooklyn and 
lower New York. 
They say the guns car- 


ried by ships of the Vizcaya type will 
throw their projectiles IB-miles. It is true 
they could not be fired with accuracy at 
such long range, but a city is a big target 
to shootat. Itdoesn'tmattermuoh where 
the shot strikes. It is euro to do immense 
damage anywhere. If the ships of Spain 
could get near enough to Naw York to 
throw shells into tho* city, they could do 
hundreds of millions of dollars of damage 
within a few hours. 
The weight of ex- 


pert opinion, however, appears to be that 
New York is safe; that with our land bat- 
teries and tho help of such of our ships as 
could be massed there for action tho Span- 
ish would find it almost impossible to land 
a shot in the city. If they attempted it, 
the effort would surely be attended by 
frightful disaster to them. Their whole 
fleet might be destroyed before it could get 
away. 


Moreover, I find in government circles 


a change of opinion aa to the nature of tho 
war, should war come. A week or two 
ago our plan of campaign was mapped out 
upon the theory that if they do fight the 
Spanish will ignore Cuba and permit tho 
island to fall into our hands, but seek to 
recoup themselves by descending upon 
New York or some other city selected by 
them and there wreaking frightful havoc. 
This theory was ba&ed upon the idea that 
if Spain must fight it will be a war of sim- 
ple desperation, a war in which they ex- 
pect to lose, but wbero pride and the de- 
sire to gnin prestige with thoir own people 
will compel them to strike terrible blows 
at the "United States at the very outoet. 
The bombardment of New York, for in- 
stance, would set all Spain crazy with de- 
light and give tho govornmuBt at Madrid 
a long lease of popular favor. 


Spain on tho Defensive. 


But the prevailing belief at the present 


lirao is that if Spain is forced to go wj war 
she will confine her operations largely to 
the sea and to the island of Cuba; that 
she will seek to make her plan of opera- 
tions largely defensive, with perhaps some 
destruction of American commerce. 
Tho 


basis of tills belief is a conviction that tho 
statesmen of Spain know they will be de- 
feated in a war with America, and that 
after hostilities have been brought to a 


ey win oe oaiiect upon to settle tho 


bill. They will have to pay a war indem- 
nity to the United States, and tho amount 
of this indemnity will be according to the l 
losses suffered by tho victor. If, therefore, j 
tho Spanish were to bombard New York 
or nay other American city, they would in 
tho end have to pay the bill out of their 
treasury. The more fiercely and destruc- 
tively they wage war upon the United 
States the more they will have to pay when 
peace is declared, and if the war indemnity 
rises to a heavy figure Spain might be put 
to her wits' ends to pay it. 


Another consideration of importance is 


that it will probably be the plan of Spain 
to make wni1 for honor's sake, if she makes 
war at all, and in the hope that after a 
short campaign the governments of Europe 
will offer mediation and bring the hostili- 
ties to a close upon some terms honorable 
to Spain. The United States would doubt- 
less be found generous and forbearing at 
such a moment, provided Spain's attacks 
had not inflicted too great losses upon us. 
If it is true, as many think, that Spain's 
only reason for fighting is to enable her to 
give up Cuba without suffering a revolu- [ 
tion at borue, the best thing she can do is 
to let the war be a sort of porfunotory one, 
to be brought to an end as soon as possible 
without g<reat damage or loss on either 
side. Bombardment of New York would 
fasten upon Spain a war indemnity debt 
under which her people would be strug- 
gling for the next bundled years.

Experts Believe That Number Will Be 
u 
Sold In America In 189S. 


It is in tho air that the cycling season 


of 1898 is to surpass all previous years, 
both in the general use of the bicycle 
and the manufacture and sale of wheels 
as a commercial prpduct. 


Experts estimate that at tho close of 


last season there were 9,000,000 bicycles 
owned and used by individual riders in 
the United States. If the national pop- 
ulation is estimated at 70,000,000, this 
Would show one bicycle in use for every 
eight persons in the nation, including 
women, octogenarians and babies. Aa 
the very old and very young do not ride 
the bicycle, it follows that the propor- 
tion of wheels to population is greater 
than the figures given. Probably one in 
five or six would be nearer the truth. 


The same experts say that there will 


be over 1,000,000 bicycles sold during 
the coming season. Last year there were 
between 050,000 and 700,000 wheels 
manufactured and sold in this country, 
including all grades and makes. It is 
conservatively estimated that the in- 
creased output in 1898 over 1897 will 
be fully 50 per cent, and that practical- 
ly the whole of this immense avalanche 
of wheels will pass into the hands of in- 
dividual riders before the end of the 
season. 
This will mean 1,000,000 bi- 


cycles added to the number alreadyin 
use, or, in rough figures, about 10,000,- 
000 wheels, after mating fair allowance 
for exchanges and duplications. 


Cycling experts predict certain special 


tendencies during the coming season. 
One is the decrease of tandem riding, 
which they say has reached the limit 
and is now on the wane. Another tend- 
ency is a very large increase in the 
manufacture and use of juvenile wheels. 
This will be a great year for the youn- 
ger members of the household, who will 
share the fun of their elders on special- 
ly constructed makes. 


Still another tendency during the 


corning season will be heavier makes in 
wheels for ordinary pleasure ridijg. 
Club riders and scorchers will still in- 
sist upou the fancy light makes, but the 
average amateur who wants comfort and 
security will take a wheel that does not 
jar so much in crossing railroad tracks 
and other obstructions as the feather- 
weights.—Chicago Chronicle.

It rests with 
Senator Mason wh'ether the decision will 
be for peace or -war. Up to the present ' 
time the intentions of the Illinois sena- ' 
tor seem to be personally pacific. Al- ' 
though his voice is loudly for war, Mr. 
Mason hoe steadily refuses, with a 
fortitude that commands respect, to ex- , 
pose hla own precious person to any dan- 
ger whatever."

especial significance to Senator Proc- 
tor's views and opinions on Cuba, as pub- 
licly expressed in the senate, is the fact 
that the "marble king" of Rutland is 
one of President McKinley's most trust- 
ed advisers and friends.

ator Proctor was not aaked to investi- 
gate Cuban conditions by the president. 
Nor Is it reasonable to doubt that Mr. 
McKinley was fully awara of the opin- 
ions which his friends had formed if he 
did not know and applaud his purpose to 
voice them in the senate."

itals to ascertain what views may be 
held regarding Its relations with Spain, 
and It will not ask the approval in ad- 
vance of any of the European powers 
of any course which honor and self-re- 
spect may compel. We advise no one to 
lope sleep over apprehensions of what 
any European power may do in these 
matters."

. A SEA DEMON.

One morning in the year 1863 aa the 


English brig Fair Hope was to the east 
of the island of Ceylon, bound for the 
•trait of Malacca, a man who had been 
gent aloft hailed the deck with the in- 
formation that a monster shark waa ly- 
ing alongside. The oraft had high bul- 
warks, and the fish might not have been 
keen bnt for the man going aloft as he 
did. 
This was the first anthentio meet- 


Ing with a shark which afterward took 
the name of the "Demon of the Sea." 
Abont eight feet back of the head was 
a lump the size of a water pail, and this 
excrescence was milk white in color. 
It was no donbt the result of an injury 
and was a mark by which the spark was 
known for several years after. 


Ic is the ouotom aboard of a merchant 


vessel when a shark appears alongside 
and the work aboard is not pressing to 
give the men a chance to destroy their 
enemy. In this instance, owing to the 
"tmusual size of the fish, the captain was 
anxious to make a capture and carry 
the specimen into Singapore. Hooks 
were got out and baited, and for two 
hours they tried all sorts of tricks to in- 
duce the monster to take hold. He was 
very wary, however, and refused to bite. 
There was an old harpoon aboard, and 
when it was seen that the fish could not 
be captured alive the carpenter got out 
the irons and tried to harpoon him. In 
the effort he fell overboard, and the 
shark seized him and disappeared so 
quickly that the dozen men who wit- 
nessed the affair could scarcely Rlieve 
they saw aright. The incident was re- 
corded in the log and reference was 
made to it in Lloyd's Register for the 
first week in September of the year 
named. So far as is known this sailor 
from the Pair Hope waa the first white 
man who fell a victim to the- demon, 
bnt others were to follow in quick suc- 
cession. 


Three days later and 100 miles to the 


south of Oeylon the American ship 
James F. Bradwell, tea laden, was 
caught in a calm which lasted for six 
hours. Of a sudden men who were 
working in the rigging discovered the 
big shark alongside. He was at first 
taken for a small whale, and great was 
the amazement when it waa known that 
he belonged to the man eating species. 
As in the other case, it was determined 
to capture him alive, and the men put 
in three hours' work seeking to tempt 
him with pork and beef. The big fellow 
simply refused to take the /hook, and 
his actions were so sluggish that it was 
at last believed he was almost dead. A 
boat was lowered in hopes that a noose 
might be slipped over his tail, and it 
was while the man with the rope was 
trying to perform this feat that a trag- 
edy occurred. He was bending over the 
bows of the boat when he lost his hold 
and plunged into the water. With light- 
ninglike swiftness the shark turned and 
seized him, dived under the keel of the 
ship and was seen no more. Five men 
were close at hand when the shark grab- 
bed the man, and they were unanimous 
in declaring that the victim waa bolted 
dovn as if he had been a five pound 
piece of pork 
Tijfct incident was also 


recorded in the log, and ttras made 
authentic, but I do not think it was 
ever published. I got it personally 15 
years later from the captain of the 
Bradwell. 


The third appearance of the demon, 


eo far as the record goes, was about two 
weeks later, and in the bay of Bengal, 
many hundreds of miles distant An 
English whaling ship named the Two 
Sisters was lying off the Andaman is- 
lands at anchor while making some re- 
pairs aloft. At 10 o'clock in the fore- 
noon, without the fin of a shark having 
been seen, the demon suddenly rose 
alongside and lay waiting for his prey. 
Everybody was astonished at his size, 
but as the repairs were urgent the men 
were not allowed to knock off to effect 
his capture. They did call to three fish- 
ermen, however, who w«re in a boat 
near at hand, and the natives responded. 


The shark played his old game and 


appeared to be scarcely able to move, 
and the idea of the men was to noose 
him and tow him ashore. No sooner had 
they rounded the stern of the whaler 
and taken a rope from one of the sailors 
than the demon turned and made for 
the boat. The native craft was a frail 
affair, used only for fishing on the reefs, 
and the shark struck it head on and 
stove a great hole in the side. Ropes 
were thrown to the men flounderingv in 
the water, but only one of them was 
safely hauled aboard the whaler. One 
was seized and bolted down, and a sec- 
ond, who hiing to tha ship's rudder, 
was pjckpd off a moment later. What- 
ever came handy was hurled overboard 
to frighten the shark away from his sec- 
ond victim, but he could not be turned 
aside. This incident was not logged, as 
it did BO* concern the ship, but was 
published at length in the Bombay-pa- 
pers later on. 


For the nezt three months there is no 


record of the shark's doings, though he 
might have secured many victims from 
native craft and the incidents escape 
public notice. Early in the year 1864 
the bark Speedwell, bound from China 
to her home port of Philadelphia, had 
just cleared Acheen bead, at the en- 
trance to the strait of Malacca, when a 
sudden squall carried away her main 
and fore topmasts and several of her 
sails. This was early in the morniug, 
and while the cr»w were repairing 
damages and the ship proceeding on her 
voyage the big shark came up astern 
and took up a position on the port side 
and only about 20 feet away. His length 
was carefully measured by the officers 
and recorded at 38 feet 8 inches. He-. 
had been heard of through the papers, 
and the crew were warned to be careful 
In their work aloft. In hopes to drive 
the monster away Captain 'Taylor 
brought out a heavy shotgun and fired , 
charges of buckshot into him at sbort ' 
range. The leaden missiles must have i 
penetrated to some eztebt, as the demon 
gave a sudden dart and disappeared for 
a time, but five minutes later he waa 
back in his oH position.

He hnug by the ship from 7 o'clock

yard as they were making sail He turn- 
ed over aud over in bis dement, bat 
struck tbe -water feet first and was oat 
of sight a long minnte. When he came 
to tbe eurfaoe, be shot his fall length 
oat af water, and tbe men uttered a 
cheer to enconrage him, and the life 
preserver was out away. Tbe man bad 
jnst grasped it when the shark seized 
him by the legs, and those who were 
looking saw botb man and the life pre- 
server disappear in the maw of the 
mon- 


ster. Later on fragments of the float 
came to tbe surface, bnt nothing fur- 
ther was seen of the shark. The incident 
was logged and duly reported in New 
York. 


News of strange things at sea passes 


nbont in maritime circles with wonder- 
ful celerity. The various adventures 
with the demon were soon known far 
and wide, and every craft sailing for 
India or China kept a sharp lookout for 
him. If he was seen between January 
and April, 1864, there is no record ol 
it, bnt on the 16th day of the latter 
month, when I left the port of St. Lnis, 
in the island of Mauritius, bound for 
Bombay, in the brig Charleston, the 
monster appeared alongside before we 
were 50 miles out of port. This was the 
first time be had been seen BO far to the 
south and was a distance of 3,000 miles 
from the spot where he had snapped up 
his last man. The demon appeared to 
us suddenly, as in all other cases. When 
sharks are around, their dorsal fins can 
be seen cutting the water here and there, 
and they seldom come near a moving 
craft. The first thing we knew the 
mon- 


ster was running with the ship, and so 
close that one could have touched him 
with a ten foot pole. We measured his 
length by the rail, and then a tapeline 
gave us exactly 88 feet 8 inches. The 
only weapons aboard were two navy re- 
volvers, anu the captain took one and I 
the other, and we fired 12 bullets fair 
into the body of the fish. I am telling 
you the plain truth when I say that he 
did not swerve an inch or seem to feel 
the slightest pain. The ballets certainly 
went into him, but when an ordinary 
shark can have two or three feet cut off 
bis tail and still continue to swim about 
unconcernedly there isn't much hope of 
pistol bullets ending his life. 


Knowing that the presence of the de- 


mon meant a horrible death to any man 
who fell overboard, the word was passed 
for every one to be very carefnl of him- 
self while aloft. The shark picked ua 
up of a Tuesday morning at 10 o'clock. 
We had a fair wind for the north, and 
tip to Friday afternoon at 2 o'clock he 
had not secured a victim. No matter 
whether the breeze was strong or weak, 
whether it was daylight or darkness, 
the demon kept his place alongside. 
We tried him wish baited hooks, we 
stuffed an old suit of clothes and threw 
the figure overboard, we pat more bal- 
lets into him and worked all sorts of 
schemes to drive him off, bnt it was not 
to be done.' If he sheered off at some 
demonstration, it was to return aft after 
a moment and take up his old position. 
His presence was such a menace and 
peril that all, felt uncomfortable and 
nervons, and by 'order of the captain 
the men were kept oat of the rigging 
except when it became positively neces- 
sary to go aloft. When Friday came 
and no accident bad happsned, we be- 
gan to take heart and hoped to see the 
demon leave as. In all those days and 
nights he had eaten nothing, and so easy 
was It for him to keep pace with us that 
one might watch for an hoar and not 
notice a movement of his tail. While 
we were hoping that hanger and the 
long swim had about exhausted him the 
cook got upon the rail on the opposite 
side from the shark to draw a pail of 
water. A sudden larch of the ship sent 
him overboard. I happened to be watch- 
ing the shark at the same moment. 
With the quickness of thought he waa 
gone from under my eyes, and, passing 
under the brig, he seized the cook be- 
fore the latter had time to cry out and 
before a man had advanced to the rail. 
Fonr or five Bailors got there just in 
tjme to see the victim disappear, and as 
there was no tinge of blood on the wa- 
ter they could well declare that the 
shark had swallowed him whole. 


A month later, 300 miles to the east- 


ward of Mauritius, the demon arose 
alongside the Scotch whaler Albatross 
and followed her two days and got a 
man who fell from the bowsprit. Three 
months later, to the south of Madagas- 
car, he got a man from a Boston ship 
called the White Wave. Caring the 
same year, when the English ship Cape 
Horn was wrecked off Cape Town and 
some of the crew took to a raft, the big 
shark followed the raft for seven days 
and nights and devoured nine different 
men who fell or leaped into the sea. In 
1835 the demon cruised in the route of 
ships between Cape Town and Australia 
and was seen a dozen times. In 1866 he 
was back in the bay of Bengal. The last 
seen of him was off the Lakadive islands 
in the Arabian sea. He arc«e alongside 
of an English gunboat one afternoon, 
and, after taking his measure, one of 
the guns was loaded with shell and 
trained to bear on him. When the smoke 
..cleared away, the shark could no longer 
be seen, and as he was never met with 
afterward by any craft which made a 
record of the circumstance it may be 
safely argued that he was put out of the 
way for good and all. 


John Xillson's Skating Feats. 


John Nillson, the speedy Minneapolis 


skater, was the means of drawing the 
biggest crowd of the season to the St. 
Nicholas rink in New York the other 
night. Nillson's feat was a trial against 
time for half a mile. He made six laps 
of the rink, T?hich is 150 feet over half 
a mile, in 1 m. 81 2-6 s., which is ex- 
ceedingly fast for a circular track. He 
didn't get off so well, but after the first 
lap he begun to travel like the wind and 
finished witb a rare Eftrst of speed that 
caught the crowd. He next gave an ex- 
hibition of jumping on skates and with 
apparent ease safely cleared a table and 
two chairs. This was followed by a 
number of difficult acrobatic feats and 
fancy figures.—New York San.

A RAILROAD ENGINEER WHO LOST 


HIS NERVE HAULING THE STUFF.

NATCHEZ, Miss., March 14.— A com- 


mittee of citizens has been appointed to 
confer with the river and harbor com- 
mission for the purpose of taking meas- 
ures to secure an appropriation from the 
general government for the protection 
of Natchez Under the Hill. This his- 
toric and picturesque part of the city of 
Natchez is about to be swept into the 
Mississippi river by the divergence of 
its erratic waters, aud congress will be 
asked for about $150, 000 for the purpose 
of confining the river to its channel. 
Otherwise this old landmark "under 
the hill, " with its picturesque settle- 
ment, must soon disappear. 


Natchez is situated in a bend of the 


river, aud it has a broad sweep with a 
velocity of about five miles per hour, 
For years the channel has been chang- 
ing, 
cutting deeper into the Natchez 


hills, endangering the landing and im- 
peding river commerce. The city lies on 
a bluff, or the "Natchez hills," about 
300 feet above the surface of the river. 
Stretching along this bend for about one

mile is a strip of land ranging from 200 
to 800 feet in width. On this strip ist 
Natchez Under the Hill, the most his- 
toric and picturesque river town in the 
United States. At the earliest settle- 
ment of this country it was the travel- 
ing post and landing for fiatboat men 
and raftsmen. Here quite a large city 
sprang up, the houses being log huts, 
abandoned flatboats and pieces of wreck- 
ed vessels nailed together. 


The advent of the steamboat gave an 


impetus to. the commerce of Natchez 
Under the Hill and somewhat changed 
its personnel. The flatboat men were 
superseded by steamboat men. For many 
years the steamers only plied from New 
Orleans to Natchez, and in the thirties 
and forties sailing vessels came up from 
'New Orleans and loaded with cotton 
for New York and Europe. 
Immense 


fortunes (for these days) were made by 
the cotton merchants, and they built 
their fine old stylo homes in Natchez 
proper and lived in almost royal splen- 
dor. 


Natchez Under the Hill never lost its 


individuality and ever remained the 
most cosmopolitan and most unlawful 
and dangerous "city:> in the south. It 
was the resort of the gamblers, cut- 
throats and outlaws, whose home was 
on the river and who stopped here to 
divide their plunder and to spend it in 
riotous living. 


In the good old days of steamboating 


Natchez Under the Hill had a very live- 
ly population of about 2,000; sometimes 
more. Now it is not more than 500, and 
they are orderly, industrious working- 
innn.

Bather Than Boar the Strain Involved 


H« OttTe Up till Job—A Big Explosion 
at Council Bloffi*—Experiment) In » 
Hot Climate.

DETROIT, March 14.—Two men who , 


bod both passed through a number of 
rather thrilling experiences with dyna- , 
i-iite met at the Hotel Cnrdillac today, 
and explosives being a natural topic of 
> 


conversation at this time their stories i 
were intently listened to by quits a lit- 
tla group of wayfarers. 


"It was 20 years or more ago," said 


one, "that I manugad to got away from 
handling the uncertain stuff. I hud been 
an engineer on a branch road in the 
northern part of Michigan for some time 
when I was one day informed that my 
run was to be changed and that I would 
be required to pull the dynamite train 
until further notice. I must confess that 
down to that time I had hardly known 
there was a dynamite train, and I know 
nothing aa to how it was run, bnt I ob- 
jected at once, and as strongly as I 
dared, to taking the job. 


"My objections were not of the slight- 


est use, however, and I began at my 
now work the very next night. I don't 
know how they manage the transporta- 
tion of explosives up there now or 
.whether they carry them at all, but at 
that time they used to haul dynamite 
some 00 miles for use in the mines, and 
the consumption was so great and so 
steady that the train was passed over 
the road every 24 hours. The run was 
made at night for two reasons—first, 
the danger to life from accidental ex- 
plosion would be much less if the train 
were run when every one along the line 
was asleep, and, second, it might be 
possible to keep the people froia know- 
ing there was any dynamite train at all. 


"We always made up the train most 


carefully. Contrary to the general rule, 
we used to put the caboose next the en- 
gine; next we put in eight or ten empty 
box cars and last of all the oar contain- 
ing the dynamite. It was always packed 
so tightly that it couldn't move, and 
everybody agreed that it couldn't possi- 
bly explode unless it got a good lively 
rap, snob aa might come as it jolted 
about loose in a oar. Still I was fright- 
ened almost out of my wits the first 
night I took the train out, and my ef- 
forts to sleep next day were all broken 
up by repeated and horrible dreams of 
explosion and sudden death. And the 
worst of it was I could never get used to 
the business. It was utterly vain for me 
to reason that even should the stuff go 
off I would be in no personal danger, 
since the empties would abundantly pro- 
tect me, as they surely would. 


"At the end of six months I was lit- 


tle more than a shadow, my nerve was 
all gone, and I had to tell the super 
that I'd have to have another job or 
quit the road altogether. He let me go, 
of course, for what he wanted was a 
man to run that train. I never heard 
that they had an explosion after I left, 
but I sometimes dream even now, as I 
used-to, of the most horrible accidents 
in the last oar of the train. I have never j 
touched the throttle of an engine since I 
left that job." 


"Your story reminds me," said the 


other man, "of an explosion of dyna- 
mite on a railroad car standing in the 
Rock Islaad yard, I think at Council 
Bluffs, say IB years ago. There was al- 
ways something mysterious about that 
explosion. 
It waa in the dead of night, 


and, so far as known, no person was 
near by at the time. I forget now how 
much dynamite there was, but it was 
sufficient to raise hob with about every- 
thing in the yard—cars, buildings and 
all—and to kill all the night workers 
and watchmen in the yard. For miles 
around it was thought a young earth- 
quake had broken loose. Of course there 
was a big investigation, but all the evi- 
dence was destroyed, and it amounted 
to nothing. 


"The Santa J?e road was just then 


considering a proposition to carry dyna- 
mite to Yuma, A. T., and the explosion 
came near bringing about a negative 
decision from the officers of the line. A 
shipper went into the Omaha offlca one 
day, 
pulled a stick of dynamite from his 


pocket, shaved off a piece and threw it 
into the open grate fire. Of course it 
burned quito harmlessly, but the official 
who was present nearly had a fit and 
told the man not to make any more ex- 
periments there. 


"Before the matter was finally decid- 


ed the road officials made some investi- 
gations on their own hook which scared 
one chap out of a year's growth at 
least. It was claimed by the dynamite- 
people that nothing but a sharp, hea^ 
blow could cause explosion so long m 
the nitroglycerin did not run out of tbo 
clay that was used to soak it up, but it 
was admitted that the experiments to 
prove this had all been made in a com- 
paratively cold climate, like that at 
Omaha, for instance. Now, Yuma, as 
yor« know if you ever read Mark Twain, 
is hotter than the very hinges of Gehen- 
na's doors, the temperature sometimes 
rising to the unbearable height of 185 
degrees in the sun aud 115 in the shade. 
So a man was sent down there with 
some dynamite and instructed that bo 
•was to expose several sticks of the stuff 
to the direct rays of the sun. If tbo 
outside paper got greasy, that was a 
sign that the nitroglycerin was leaking 
and he would best look out for himself. 
Sure enough, in about half an hour the 
greasy look that was feared appeared, 
and the chap started to run. He was so 
near dead with fear that he fell down 
before he had gone ten yards, but he 
may be running yet for all I know. 


"The road finally carried the dyna- 


mite on regular freight, trains next to 
the caboose, as nearly all western roads 
do. There have been a few email ex- 
plosions, too, but it has always been so 
carefully packed that no great damage 
has been done that I ever hoard of anil 
no one killed."

frauding possible masculine partners by 
so doing, interference might be more 
reasonable, ' but when there are not 
enough men to go around at dances it 
seems unjust that girls should be con- 
demned to sit quiescent, listening to 
the most ravishing music, to whloh ev- 
ery fiber of them is keeping time, when 
they might enjoy the poetry of motion 
with each other and, incidentally, there- 
by afford a charming sight to the look- 
ers on. However, it is not permitted, 
and so dances are becoming beautifully 
less in number, and people are giving 
dinners instead or private concerts or 
readings, professional artists of ac- 
knowledged reputation being secured to 
do the singing and reading—sometimes 
the dining-. 


Dinners being in vogue and by no 


means a novelty in themselves, the in- 
genuity of the mistress of the house, 
formerly expended in unique prepara- 
tions for the cotillon, is now lavished 
upon the dinner table; not so much to 
the benefit of the-menu, Parisian dinera 
out are beginning to complain, as to 
that of the decoration and general ar- 
rangement. 
Guests who feel that the 


service of the stomach is one which 
rightfully demands tender, solicitude, 
sprightly wit and an appreciation of the 
desirability of dramatic unexpected- 
ness are dissatisfied and complain that 
the fare of the best private houses is 
now no better than can be obtained in 
a good hotel. Dainty arrangements of 
flowers, skillful lighting and exquisite 
drapery are as naught in their sight. 
Like Cousin Pons, they want the "sur- 
prise," and, what is more difficult, they 
want to be surprised all the time. 


Whether the hostess neglects to give 


a proper amount of intellectual study 
to the making out of the menu or not 
she certainly spares no pains to intro- 
duce innovations in the externals of her 
dinner. Where a number of guests are 
to be present several small tables are 
sometimes provided instead of one large 
one, and the company is thus subdivided 
into groups, which, if the individuals 
are properly selected, is more conducive 
to general conversation than where the 
entire company is kept in a mass. Fan- 
cy dress dinners are also in favor, and 
occasionally a historical dinner is giv- 
en—that is, a dinner where all the serv- 
ants are costumed in the style of a cer- 
tain epoch, and the decorations are ar- 
ranged in accordance. 
An immense 


quantity of flowers is used and much 
silver and crystal. The scheme of col- 
oring is studied as carefully as if it 
were intended for a picture instead of 
a dinner, and the table scarfs, flowers, 
candle shades and decorated china are 
all kept in the most perfect harmony.

A 
hasty combing through in the morning 
and a twist, with a common back 
comb stuck in to hold it up, was all the 
dressing it ever got. It is such con- 
tradictory conditions as these that 
make it hard to treat hair success- 
fully." 


Glazing Collars or Linen. 


Dissolve a teaspoonful of borax in 


half a teacupful of boiling water and 
add it to a pint of cold starch. Starch and 
iron in the usual way. Then place tho 
linen to be glazed on a clean bare board 
and polish with the heel end of the 
polishing iron. The iron should be mod- 
erately hot, and then a beautiful polish 
will be produced. 


To Preserve Black Silk. 


A suggestion for a very simple and 


practical method of freshening, black 
silk is as follows: Wash the silk In cold 
water into which has been thrown a 
handful of common salt. Then iron the 
silk before it is quite dry. The salt 
keeps the color and prevents the silk 
stiffening when ironed.

is not provided wit i a suitable alaim bell 
adapted for nsa by Ihe rider, or after bun- 
ses rides such maohci e in any public way, 
square, park, or lands or driveways ap- 
purtenant tj any iub'1; reservo.r, 
whether'within or with )iu the limits of a 
city, when such mac) m j is no; provided 
with such s litable alarm bell, stall be 
punished oy fine not eicesding §20 for 
each oflfince, and snail be further liable 
ior all damages occasioned to any pe son 
by such unlawful act."
